DEEP IN THE WEEDS 

The Hamptons Police announced this week 
that they had discovered a large marijuana- 
growing facility in an undisclosed, underground 
Hamptons location.

When the Shelter Island Flyer Hit the Pickle Factory in Calverton

he summer of 1926: Calvin Coolidge is 

President, Al Smith is the Governor of New 
York, Prohibition is celebrating its seventh 
year, Warner Brothers makes the first talking 
motion picture, flappers do the Charleston, 
Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig are leading the 
Yankees to another pennant, Charles Lindbergh 
is barnstorming in biplanes around the 
country and there is, for the most part, peace 
in the world. 

For most of the 20th century, many people 
in New York City would finish their nine-to-five 
jobs at the end of the week, board a Long Island 
Rail Road train at Penn Station and come out 
to the peaceful countryside of the eastern end 
of Long Island where they had summer homes 
with their families. On one of these occasions, 
Friday the 13th in August of 1926—exactly 
90 years ago—things did not go as planned. 

It didn’t affect the middle-class customers, 
who could pay relatively small sums for 
tickets on coaches that went relatively slowly 
and made many stops along the way. Instead, 
it went badly for the rich who wanted a 
luxury ride, the Friday afternoon Shelter Island 
Flyer, which went out to Greenport—the 
mate to the Cannonball luxury train 


that went out to the Hamptons. 

These trains, with whistles blaring and smoke 
trailing behind at 70, or even 80 miles an hour, 
if they had to make up time, came along at high 
speed and stopped only once, about halfway, 
at Manorville and Patchogue respectively. The 
cost of a seat on these luxury trains was double 
the cost of a seat on the regular train. For 
10 times the cost, you could be pampered on 
this luxury train in what were called parlour 
cars—Victorian living rooms on wheels with 
velvet curtains framing the windows, mahogany 
paneling on the walls and Oriental rugs across 
the floor. White-coated porters could serve 
drinks from a bar or come by with cigars and 
newspapers to where you sat in comfortable 
easy chairs, enjoying the countryside as it 
zipped by. 

Those taking the Friday high-speed trains 
were not among those who had to stay at their 
work all day. At this level of executive privilege, 
they’d wind things up at 3 p.m. and be on their 
way before rush hour. The Shelter Island Flyer 
that afternoon would leave the city at 4:10 p.m. 
The train to the Hamptons would be leaving 
immediately after. 

Harold Fish, a 41-year-old stockbroker on 
Wall Street, was one of those privileged to 
take the parlour car. Rain (Cont'd on next page)

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accompanied by thunder and lightning had 
attacked the city in both the morning and early 
afternoon, but at the time he left his office on 
Wall Street at 3 p.m., it had stopped and was 
starting to clear. He would be going on the 
Flyer. One of his house servants would meet 
him in Greenport. But he would not be taken 
to Shelter Island. He would be taken to his 
summer home in East Marion, 20 minutes drive 
further on, where his wife and children would 
be waiting for him. 

In Jamaica, where the managers of the 
railroad order the train combinations every 
day, the manifest showed there would be 
31 peopleaboardthatafternoon’s parlourcar. And 
337 who paid to be in the coaches to the rear. 

The managers assembled 10 cars for this trip, 
including two steam engines for extra power, 
not just one. One of them, #214, would take the 
lead. It consisted of the boiler, the cab and the 
coal car. Behind it was the much more powerful 
#2, the pride of the line, a Camelback, called 
that because the engineer’s cab sat astride the 
boiler, with an engine that could drive its seven- 
foot-diameter wheels to take its load up to 
120 miles an hour. 

Behind these two engines came the parlour 
car, a smoking car, a baggage car and then five 
coaches to accommodate those who had not 
paid for a parlour car seat. 

At 3:15 p.m., Fish put his white summer jacket 
on over his shirt and tie, his bowler hat on 
his head, said goodbye to his staff and took 
the elevator down to the street. A taxi 
would take him to Penn Station and _ his 


seat on the parlor car “Eastern Lily.” 

Also leaving for the parlour car at that hour 
were Charles A. Angell, a wealthy contractor, 
his wife, their two grandchildren (George Jr., 3, 
and Dorothy, 1) and their daughter-in-law Mrs. 
George A. Shuford of Biltmore, North Carolina. 
Also with them was what was described as “a 
negro maid.” No further identification of her 
was ever made in any of the accounts of this 
trip. They had spent the night in the city and 
now were off to visit their daughter-in-law’s 
parents at their summer home on Shelter Island. 


None of them noticed that a 
four-foot-high lever—which 
directed trains—was missing a 
small cotter pin. 


With crew, there were 378 people on board 
as the train left the Jamaica Station. The skies 
were darkening again. 

The train rocketed along for a while, then 
stopped at Manorville, halfway out, at 5:41 p.m. 
Soon, they were off again at 70 miles an hour, 
bound for Greenport, another hour away. They 
would not make it. 

About 40 miles west of Manorville, alongside 
the tracks in the farming community of Calverton 
just before Riverhead, there sat a large, old 
wooden barn that had been converted into a 
pickle-packing factory. 

A railroad spur off the main line ended there in 


a dead end. In one end of this factory came local 
cucumbers, barrels of salt, barrels of spices, 
empty bottles with metal lids, cardboard boxes, 
bottles of glue and stacks of labels that read 
GOLDEN’S PICKLES, the word GOLDEN’S in the 
curve of a pickle so you’d know exactly what 
you were getting. This label matched a huge 
curving wooden sign in the shape of a pickle 
mounted over the barn doors. It was 4 feet wide 
and 12 feet long. 

Men worked long hours five days a week 
at this factory. The salt and spice barrels 
were on platforms on the attic rafters, with 
chutes sending their contents down into vats as 
needed. Below, empty bottles were labeled and 
then sent down a conveyor belt to be filled with 
salt, brine and a dozen pickles each. Then they 
were topped and boxed and brought out to be 
put on an arriving railroad car. 

On this particular day, late that afternoon, the 


' foreman, noting that thunder and lightning was 


starting up again, sent the men home for the 
day at 5 p.m. instead of 6. He then locked up and 
went home himself. 

_None of them noticed, as they left in their 
Model T’s and wagons and flivvers, that a four- 
foot-high metal lever—which one way would let 
the trains proceed straight but the other way 
would result in a train coming down the siding 
to the factory—was missing a.small cotter pin. 
This three-inch pin was designed to lock the 
lever one way or another so it could not move 
back and forth. It was the job of the factory 
foreman to move it. But it was not his job

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Eight Years Ago,

he first inkling that something was wrong 

was when our dog Bella began acting as if 
a fly were bothering her. She’d turn around one 
way, then around another. There was no fly. 
_ When Bella took off for the bedroom upstairs, 
though, I followed her. Then I heard it. At 
10-second intervals, something was giving off a 
very loud, high-pitched cheep. It was an alarm 
of some sort. We have all sorts of alarms in the 
house. A smoke alarm, a fire alarm, a burglar 
alarm. But which one? 

Bella squirreled herself under the bed. 

The problem with these cheeps is that 
you can’t really tell where they are coming 
from. I’m chasing ghosts. Is it here? There? 
Well, the dog ain’t talking. In the old days, 
when we had just one battery-operated smoke 
alarm on the ceiling, we could hit it with 
a broom and that would shut it up and bring

it down. Now there’s dozens of things that 
cheep and they’re all wired. 

It was just me and the dog in the house at that 
time. So I checked out the things that cheep on 
the second floor. I checked out all the things 
that cheep on the first floor. Nothing wrong. 
Then I went down to the basement. 

It was quite loud in the basement. And it was 
coming from the basement carbon monoxide 
detector, which is the size of a dinner plate, 
on a wall at the far end of the room. A digital 
number was flashing. The number was 6. I had 
no idea what that meant, but I was determined 
to get it to stop one way or another. We'd put 
this in years ago. Carbon monoxide is deadly, 
invisible and odorless. Thank God for the 
carbon monoxide detector. But it was hurting 
my ears. I twisted it and it came off the wall into 
my hand, wires attached on the back. BEEP. | 
pulled out the wires. BEEP. How could this be? 
It was dead now, yes? No! It had a compartment 


in the back with a backup battery. How long 
did I have before I passed out? Five minutes? 
Ten? So I took out the 9V battery and finally, it 
shut up. 

I took a sniff. Everything smelled okay. Must 
be a malfunction. A moth in its innards or 
something. But still. I took it upstairs, got my 
laptop, got Bella from under the bed and took 
everything out onto the deck for fresh air. 
There I Googled the name and model number 
and asked it what “6” meant. 

It meant it was time to replace the detector. 
It had reached the end of its eight-year 
lifespan. There were filters inside that could not 
detect carbon monoxide anymore. And there 
was no way to replace them. Just toss it out. 
And buy another one. Did they even make this 
model anymore? 

I brought the detector inside and tried the 
hardware store. Yes, they had a replacement. | 
could get it any time. And (Cont'd on next page) 
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no, I was probably not in any danger. No carbon 
monoxide disaster had killed anyone in eight 
years. We'd make it through one more day. 

Solving this particular carbon monoxide 
detector problem, however, did not mean | had 
solved the problem. 

The next day, in the afternoon, Bella started 
chasing the fly around and again ran upstairs to 
wriggle under the bed. This time I knew to look 
for another carbon monoxide detector. After a 
while chasing ghosts, I found it in on the first 
floor on the living room wall behind a chest my 
wife had bought. I dealt with it. 

Then the next day, Bella ran upstairs 


and under the bed around 1 p.m. again. 
And this time, I found the problem in the 
upstairs hallway. 


Three disruptions, three days in a 
row, from an installation of three carbon 
monoxide detectors exactly eight years ago 
to the day, on three separate days in a row on 
July 12, 13, and 14, 2008. 

I now had the three dead ones stacked up on 
my desk, having not yet gone to the hardware 
store. Would they have three? I also had three 
perfectly good 9v batteries next to them. All 
used just once. All with an expiration date of 
December 2014. Wouldn’t it be something if we 
all died of carbon monoxide poisoning during 
the short time we had before I bought three 
new ones? 

I also thought what a terrible waste this was. 
They could have built them with a replaceable 
15-cent filter, but they didn’t. Instead, they’d 


built these very complicated contraptions. 
Online I learned they had these 10 different 
signal numbers that could mean 10 different 
things. They displayed the highest CO levels, 
from 33 to 900, on the screen when that was 
the problem, and a memory indicator could tell 
an expert when that was. They could make a 
different sound if they detected smoke, so they 
were also smoke detectors. They gave off their 
death rattle after eight years, to the day. They 
have a red flashing light to signal “alarm.” They 
show an amber light while recalibrating after a 
power outage. They show green when in “go” 
mode. They have a “test” button and a “re-test” 
button. The beep is 85 decibels at 10 feet, about 
the sound level of a helicopter, but brief. They 
have an interconnectivity ability with 18 other 
devices, and they have a special sound for their 
heat alarm. They have a plastic pull tab that 
when pulled activates the backup battery. It did 
everything except land on the moon. 


Those three July days, | found 
the time, early in the morning, 
to write three articles for Dan’s 
Papers, one each day. 


All of this I learned online, and I got my next 
three, for $36 each. This doesn’t even make 
sense if you pay Third World people living 
in huts a dollar a day to build them. At the 
hardware store, I learned they’ve extended the 
lives for the new detectors. It’s now set to drive 
you crazy after 10 years, not eight. 

Most interesting, of course, is it got me 
thinking back to eight years ago. That July, 
a building contractor had just completed a 
renovation on this old house. He was a good 
building contractor, and I had a hard time 
believing he installed these three detectors on 
three different days. I’m sure it was all on the 
same day. It’s just a quirk in the manufacture. 
The stock market was soaring in July 2008. 
Million dollar mortgages were being given to 
the unemployed. The war in Iraq was going 
on, though it was on simmer. Architects were 
still re-designing the World Trade Center site. 
American planes accidently killed civilians in 
Pakistan that month. And Egypt brokered a 
peace treaty between Israel and the Palestinians 
and the Arab League. 

That July 12, eight years ago, my daughter 
Maya flew into JFK from where she lives in San 
Francisco with her husband, Kevin, and their 
two children. Solange then was six. Rhone was 
a toddler. The house was all shined up. 

Those three July days, I found the time, 
early in the morning, watching sunrise down 
at Main Beach from a folding chair, to write 
three articles for Dan’s Papers, one each day. | 
keep everything I write on a thumb drive. Have 
done it since when they started thumb drives, 
which was in 2001. So here’s what I wrote about 
those days (and subsequently published in 
Dan’s Papers). 


July 12: BRAIN POWER. A story about a recent 
Harvard study of brainpower.

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Cougars, Santer Say, Could Eat All the East End’s Deer

very Tuesday, | look forward to reading - 


the Science section of The New York Times. 
They have interesting articles about the solar 
system, mathematics, large squids, medical 
discoveries and caves full of bats. 

Last Tuesday, what the Science section had 
to say brought me up short. 

The most widely read story I’ve ever written 
was about the time a South African billionaire, 
observing that deer are a problem in the 

‘Hamptons, imported 23 South African lions to 
his estate in Quogue so that, on one single night, 
he could let the lions loose and have them eat 
up all the deer on eastern Long Island. People 
who picked up Dan’s Papers that week were told 
to stay in their homes for the 24 hours that the 
lions were out. Some people believed this story 
was true and actually did that. Others knew 
it was all just a hoax. No lions appeared. No 
deer were eaten. But the story went viral and 
received about a million hits on the internet. . 

Last Tuesday, a scientist was interviewed in 
the Times who has proven our plan would work, 
and for real, though not with lions, but with 
cougars. The plan for cougars to eat the deer 
was made by Laura R. Prugh, a wildlife scientist 
at the University of Washington; Sophie L. 
Gilbert, a wildlife ecologist at the artehiniels of 


Idaho; and some colleagues. Well researched, 
the plan appears in the journal Conservation 
Letters, where the Times read it. 

According to Dr. Prugh and the team, 
the number of people killed by deer in the 
19 northeastern states where they are a 
problem is about 200 a year. The deer collide 
with cars. They don’t intend to. It just happens. 
And people die. 

The number of deer who die is not calculated 
in this article, but of course it is many times 
that. Also calculated is an estimate of how 
many people would die from cougar attacks 
once they have eaten up all the deer, and the 
answer is fewer than 30 people a year. So there 
you have it. A tremendous savings. Add into 
that the number of humans injured in car- 
deer collisions, about 21,000 in the course of a 
30-year span, and you see the real magnitude of 
the problem in pain and suffering. The cost of 
treating the injured would decline by $2 billion 
if the cougars were here. That’s a tidy sum. 

This is not a joke. Dr. Prugh has teamed 
up with other scientists to study how many 
deer a cougar might kill—about 259 over the 
six-year life span of a cougar—how much forest 
is needed to sustain a cougar population— 
850 square miles. They even considered the 
number of deer eaten that would be in addition 
to those dying from old age, starvation or 


illness. They also noted that killing adult 
deer would not immediately reduce the deer 
population because there are so many fawns 
around, and it would only begin to add up if 
the adults finally stopped mating for lack of 
anybody to mate with. 

Finally, they studied the cougar itself. Cougars, 
according to Wikipedia, were declared extinct 
in the northeastern United States in 2014. 
Though Dr. Prugh is not advocating bringing 
wild cougars in from other parts of the country 
where they thrive, the story does note an uptick 
in cougar sightings in recent years. One was 
spotted in Connecticut earlier this year. 

On the other hand, Dr. Prugh agrees, it might be 
difficult to get the general population to welcome 
cougars. “The idea of being killed in a car crash 
with a deer just doesn’t scare people the way 
the idea of a cougar leaping on your back in 
the woods does,” she told the Times. But if 
people were given the information about the 
good the cougars could do, she said, they 
“might be a little more accepting even if they 
are still scared.” 

I spoke to the South African Billionaire Erik 
Von Loon about all this and he said he’d like 
to meet Dr. Prugh to hash this thing out. He is 


- perfectly willing to trot out the lions again and 


would like to coordinate with her so as not to 
do it on the day she trots out the cougars. .

JULY 14. THE MUSIC CONTEST. At eight 
each evening during the annual Hamptons 
Music Festival every year, a train roars along 
the adjacent tracks blowing its horn, which, 
at that hour, would disrupt Haydn, Bach or 
whatever was being played at the time.

n August 13 and 14, the Parrish Art Museum 
will play host to the inaugural Hamptons 
Festival of the Arts. The festival, comprised 
of two events, is bringing in major star power. 
Soprano and opera superstar Renée Fleming 
will headline the first night of the festival—and 
she'll be joined by Montauk’s own superstar 
vocalist Rufus Wainwright. Theirs will be an 
intimate recital, taking place in the Parrish 
Art Museum galleries. The August 13 recital 
will begin at 7 p.m. The second event of the 
festival is a dance performance in the Parrish’s 
Lichtenstein Theater on Sunday, August 14 at 
2 p.m., featuring and created by the acclaimed 
choreographer Benjamin Millepied.

Renée Fleming 


-“T've been out to the Hamptons a couple of 
times, and it’s just such a beautiful place,” says 
Fleming, who grew up in Rochester, NY. “But it 
seemed like there wasn’t much to do at night 
but go out to restaurants!” Naturally, Fleming 
isn’t casting shade on the cultural life of the 
East End—she admires the offerings of the 

Bridgehampton Chamber Music Festival, for 
example—but for the Hamptons Festival of the 
Arts she envisions mixing music with the visual 
arts, with dance, with theater and with other 
artistic disciplines. 

“ve always been interested in combining 
art forms,” says Fleming. Perhaps this way 
of thinking comes naturally to someone 
steeped in opera. Fleming started performing 
operatic roles while still an undergraduate at 
the Crane School of Music in Potsdam, NY, 
and while continuing her studies at the Eastman 
School of Music and at Juilliard. In 1988, at 
the age of 29, Fleming won the Metropolitan 
Opera Auditions. To date, she has performed 
over 70 different operatic roles on stages all 
over the world. 

* But the performance at the Parrish will still 
be special. “This will be very intimate. People 
don’t usually get to hear my kind of voice up 
close.” Of course, Fleming will tone down her 
voice for the smaller venue. Fleming plans a 
light program of art songs, arias, and some 
musical theater pieces. 


With Wainwright, Fleming plans to sing 
“Hallelujah,” the Leonard Cohen-penned 
favorite that Wainwright famously covered for 
the soundtrack of Shrek. Fleming will also sing 
the aria Les feux d artifice from Wainwright’s 
own opera Prima Donna. 

Fleming’s partner in the festival, Benjamin 
Millepied, is also an advocate of mixing art 
forms. Perhaps best known for choreographing 
and starring in 2010’s Black Swan, Millepied 
is currently based in L.A. and is the founder 
of the L.A. Dance Project. In 2013, Millepied 
created Reflections, a collaboration with 
composer David Lang and visual artist 
Barbara Kruger. Millepied seems like the perfect 
partner for Fleming. 


This year’s Hamptons Festival of the Arts is 
scratching the surface of what Fleming sees 
for the future. “The Parrish Museum is such 
a beautiful venue—I’d love to make use of the 
outdoor space as well. In the summer, people 
love to be outdoors.” She envisions a sort of 
mini Tanglewood that would make use of the 
beautiful surroundings surrounding and enrich 
the cultural life of the East End. This year is just 
the first step. &&

What lead you to pursue comedy? |

Do you really have 14 cats? 

I do, and I always get a judgmental response 
when people find out. When I’m asked how 
I got 14 cats, I say that I had 16 and two 
died. It’s a tremendous amount of work. | 
wouldn’t recommend it, but I can’t resist those 
kittens.

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Jazz Vocalist Gregory Porter at WHBPAC on August 13

| eae football player turned jazz singer 
and songwriter Gregory Porter will perform 
at the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts 
Center (WHBPAC) on August 13. Having 
recently released his brand new album Take 
Me to the Alley, Porter spoke with us about his 
mother’s influence on his music, what lead him 
to songwriting, and the reputation he’s proud 
to own. 


What inspired Take Me to the Alley? 

With this record | feel like any artist in that 
Im pulling from my environment, and 
pulling from my mother’s energy. She’s in 
every record, but she’s especially there for 
this one. The song “Take Me to the Alley"— 
the alley was a street in Bakersfield. They 
called the road Lakeview Avenue, which had 
prostitutes, drug addicted people, alcoholics— 
basically a skid row, and that’s where my 
mother had a storefront church, and that’s 
where I learned how to sing. I also took 
inspiration when the Pope came to New York 
City. He did some humble things. He washed 
the feet of prisoners, fed people at a homeless 
shelter, and so basically that’s what Take Me 
to the Alley is about. It may even call up the 
refugee situation: Take me to those people 
who need food, rest and comfort. 


How did you become a singer/songwriter? 


] think songwriting happened when |! 
had this pain in my chest about my father’s 
lack of interest in my life, and | realized that | 
could write music, and write songs about 
that pain to get it out. That happened to 
me at about 30, but music was something I 
had since I was five years old. My mother 
always encouraged me, and in a way I felt 
it was something that kind of separated me 
from my brothers and sisters. There were 
eight of us, five boys and three girls, and you 
need something to stick out. 


You used to be a football player. Are there 
similarities between sports and performing? 

Teamwork—the idea that in order to get 
the thing done, you can’t do it without 
the piano player, the drummer, the bass 
player. And really being a leader. The rest 
of the band, in a way, has to follow my 
lead in terms of intensity, sound and 
intention, and so I would again say that 
teamwork is very important. 


In 2014, your album Liquid Spirit won a 
Grammy for Bess Jazz Vocal Album. What did 
this award mean to you? 

It’s confirmation, in a way, of my 
music process, how | write and how I record. 
] think it was just a confirmation and 
appreciation from people of what I’m 
doing. Would | still be doing it the same if 
I didn’t win? Yes. Sometimes Ill forget that 
I have a Grammy, and I'll walk into my 
office, and just say, “Wow, I have a Grammy, 
and it’s permanent,” and it’s pretty cool. I sit 
it next to my mother’s picture too, because 
she informs the writing in a way. She’s passed 
now, but everything she put into me informs 
the writing.

What would you say is the greatest power 
of music? 

When I listened to Nat King Cole, Donnie 
Hathaway and Marvin Gaye when I was a kid, 
it affected me emotionally. I didn’t understand 
the rhythm, the beat, what genre it belonged 
in—I just knew it was an emotionally deep 
expression that made me feel, and so that’s 
the way | deal with music, and I hope it has the 
same affect on other people as it did on me. #&

was missing. As they left, the workmen might 
have noticed that at that moment the lever was 
positioned to allow the train to head on through 
as it was supposed to. 

The Shelter Island Flyer flew past the Edwards 
Avenue crossing at 70 miles an hour. The 
two sweating firemen had each shoveled more 
than six tons of coal into the fireboxes of their 
respective engines. And now the rains had 
started again. 

The first engine passed the lever without 
moving it, but in doing so shook the lever to the 
other position. As a result, the large Camelback 
wrenched over onto the siding. The smaller 
engine in front fell on its side and blocked the 
Camelback for an instant, then the two engines 
uncoupled and the Camelback hit and climbed 


up over the first engine, went airborne and 
came down to smash directly on top of the 
Pickleworks, bringing almost all of it down with 
it. Behind, the parlour car and the smoking car 
crashed into the engines and fell apart. Behind 
that, the baggage car came off the tracks but 
was not severely damaged, and behind that, the 
five coaches lurched to a halt, but remained on 
the tracks. People fled in every direction. 

Two men in a pickup truck sitting on Edwards 
Avenue at the railroad crossing witnessed the 


smoke and fire of this terrible crash. As they ran — 


to the scene, they met a man from the wreckage 
carrying a small child. Taking the child, they 
returned to their truck and raced off toward 
Southampton Hospital as fast as they could. 
Help was called. Within 20 minutes, police cars

and ambulances were there. Also arriving was 
a contingent of soldiers from the nearby Army 
training base Camp Upton, the 62nd Coast 
Artillery battalion. They arrived in a truck with 
floodlights on the roof. 

The only survivors among the five firemen 
and the engineers was Engineer Charles T. 
Jackson, who was thrown through the open 
skylight of the Camelback into the air. He 
was found on the wooden floor of the part of 
the Pickleworks. still standing, where rescue 
people arrived to see him fighting suffocation 
under an ever-increasing mountain of salt 
cascading down from the broken barrels in 

the attic rafters above. His mouth was 
held clear of it until he could be pulled out. 
Engineer William Squires and Fireman John 
Montgomery from the smaller engine were 
thrown onto the 600-degree overheated 
steam pipes and then against the fire box to 
be crushed by many tons of coal from the 
tender that crashed in on top of them. The 
fireman aboard the Camelback suis the 
same fate. 

Surprisingly, all of the 337 people in the coach 
cars survived, and so did most of the 31 people 
in the parlour cars. But not all. 

Mrs. George A. Shuford of Biltmore, North 
Carolina, was trapped under the debris for 
five hours. She was finally pulled out when 
rescuers using blowtorches cut through the 
metal beams trapping her, but she died in 
Southampton Hospital the next day. She’ d 
remained awake for much of this ordeal. She 
was told repeatedly that her two children 


| were alive. But they were not. She died 


not knowing. Her parents-in-law Charles A. 
Angell and his wife survived with only minor 
injuries. The “negro maid” survived, but had to 
have a leg amputated. 

Harold Fish was thrown out of the parlour 
car, over the Camelback engine and onto the 
floor of the Pickleworks where he died from 
suffocation from the barrels of. salt pouring 
down upon him. He had not been seen 
in time. 

The other occupants of tie: parlour car 
survived either with or without injuries. 

It took five days to clear all the debris. 
An investigation conducted by Dr. Clarence 
Miles, a local coroner, resulted in a report 
clearing the railroad of any responsibility 
in the crash. But then it was learned 
that Dr. Miles had a free railroad pass he could 
use any time, and so did some of the other 
coroners. One of the other coroners resigned in 
the ensuing scandal. 

After that, a grand jury cited the 
railroad for apathy and failure to inspect the 
switch and there was a trial, but nobody was 
ever convicted. 

Harold Fish .willed his wife, Elizabeth, 
and others an estate of $50,000—about 
$650,000 in today’s money. He is buried in 
the Sterling Cemetery in Greenport under 
a gravestone that reads HAROLD FISH, 
SON OF LATHAM A. AND AMIE E. FISH, 
1879 TO 1926. 

The Long Island Rail Road has sent out many 
trains on many journeys since 1926 and there 
have been other wrecks, large and small, but 
after the very spectacular Pickleworks Wreck, 
there was not one more mishap for. the next 
24 years. A record. &&

W ater quality has been a hot button issue for 
several years now, but things have come to 
a head in recent weeks: Currently seven beaches 
in Suffolk County are closed due to high levels of 
bacteria. Crabbing and fishing in Georgica Pond are 
also off-limits. Keeping in mind the urgent need to 
purify Long Island’s waterways, this year’s Guild Hall 
Garden as Art Tour, which takes place on August 27, 
focuses on Water Vistas. 

“This year’s theme is water, which is totally 
relevant because of everything going on with the 
algal blooms. [The tour] helps take the abstract 
idea of water health and makes it relatable,” says 
landscape designer Edwina von Gal. 

Three years ago, von Gal founded the Perfect 
Earth Project (PEP), a nonprofit that works to 
promote toxin-free land management and gardening 
around the globe. A panel discussion, moderated 
by ecologist and PEP board member Carl Safina, 
on the topic of water conservation and gardening, 
will precede the tour. Panelists include Sarah 
Meyland, an associate professor at the Department 
of Environmental Technology and Sustainability; 
Sandra Postel, Director and Founder of the Global 
Water Policy Project; and Carl LoBue, Senior Marine 
Scientist at the Nature Conservancy on Long Island.

“It’s the most important garden tour we’ve 
ever done,” says Ruth Appelhof, Guild Hall’s 
Executive Director. 

Attendees will enjoy water features and water 
views as they leisurely explore the grounds of five 
fabulous homes. The gardens represent a variety of 
aesthetics, from manicured to more spontaneous 
layouts. One, designed by Frederico Azevedo of 
Unlimited Earth Care, slopes down to Kellis Pond.

“All 
the beds are prepared with organic compost. We 
don’t use chemicals, just fertilize with different kinds 
of organic materials.” 


Another garden (with raised vegetable beds to 


boot!) overlooks Mecox Bay. Designed by Oehme, 
van Sweden & Associates, it packs a punch in a

smaller space. “The diversity of the garden alludes 
to a larger piece of property. The current gardening 
movement in the Hamptons could be attributed to 
this garden, here, in terms of horticultural diversity,” 
says Eric D. Groft, one of the design firm’s principals. 
The home’s owner, Carole Rosenberg, says, “Our 
Water Mill house is set in a magnificent garden where 
design blends with the natural elements of water, sky 
and reed. Sweeping masses of ornamental grasses, 
perennials, flowing bulbs and rare clump bamboo 
create a different palette in each season.” 

A more traditional garden in Sagaponack was 
created by renowned landscape architect and 
designer Edmund Hollander. Expansive lawns are 
ideal for frolicking children, as is a swing hanging 
from a large willow. An allée shaded by crepe myrtles 
leads to a gate overgrown with white hydrangeas. 
Beyond the gate is a grassy courtyard with a water 


feature at its center: a rectangular pool filled with 
smooth stones and spouts arcing water across the 
top of it. Borders of geraniums and Nepeta are in 
riotous bloom. The whole effect is of a grand estate 
with secrets hidden at the end of shaded pathways.

Songbook, are still stunning. The classic story is 
funny and touching, with spectacular performances 
that dazzle and that are complemented by the 
brilliant sets and lighting. 

In My Fair Lady, street urchin flower seller Eliza 
Doolittle (Kelli Barrett), a cockney-speaking young 
woman from the slums of Covent Garden, meets 
Professor Henry Higgins (Paul Alexander Nolan) 
and Colonel Pickering (reliably terrific Bay Street 
vet Howard McGillin, who appeared in last season’s 
Grey Gardens), who make a bet that they can teach 
her to be a “proper lady” in six months time and pass 
her off as a member of the upper class. Eliza agrees, 
wanting to be able to work in a flower shop and 
rise above her desperate situation, which includes 
getting out of her ne’er-do-well father’s life (the 
talented John O’Creagh). As Eliza and Henry begin 
their “lessons,” both get more than they bargained 
for and begin to develop an alternately adversarial 
and close friendship. But Eliza fears what her life 
will become when she’s done “becoming a lady” 
and the two are forced to face difficult truths about 
themselves and each other. 

The performances are fabulous, with crackling 
chemistry between Barrett and Noland leading the 
charge. The fantastic singing voices of both leads 
make for great interpretations of classic songs like 
“I Could Have Danced All Night” and “I’ve Grown 
Accustomed to Her Face,” while their acting—which 
so easily could have been played broadly and 
predictably as archetypes—makes the clever script 
shine. In fact, a late confrontation between Barrett 
and Noland is so raw and explosive it appropriately 
feels like a serious drama. 

It would be a disservice not to mention 
Bobby Conte Thornton, who stops the show as 
the dim-witted, lovesick Freddy, a potential love 
interest for Eliza. With his fantastic rendition of 
“On the Street Where You Live,” as well as his 
wide-eyed line delivery, Thornton is an absolute 
find, and we hope to see much more of him in 
the future. 

Arden’s direction deserves much praise as 
well, not only in the clever staging but also in 
his interpretation of the material. The ending, 
while not changing the script or music, is a new 
take on the show’s conclusion, giving the show— 
previously criticized for its sexist messages and 
patriarchal take on love and marriage—a modern, 
smarter message. Here, Arden explores whether 
Higgins truly created Eliza as the perfect woman— 
or if that woman was always there, just waiting 
for her chance to come out and be free. It’s up to 
interpretation, but the answer will be pretty clear 
by the end. @&

magansett resident John Alexander is the 
poster artist for the 24th Annual Hamptons 
International Film Festival (HIFF) (October 6-10). 
Alexander’s work has been exhibited in permanent 
collections at leading art museums including The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, the Smithsonian and 
the Museum of Contemporary Art in Los Angeles. 
Alexander based the HIFF poster on his work, 
“Ship of Fools.” Setting down his brush, the talented 
Texas-born artist filled us in about what inspires 
him, his painting style and what he enjoys about 
contributing his art to HIFF. 


Is there a message you hope your work conveys? 
I want to be honest about my thought process. I think 
it’s good to chronicle the hypocrisy. It’s a form of 


release, and these paintings make me laugh. These 
figurative paintings trigger something. | don’t want 
them to be blazingly cartoon-like. I want a sense of 
mystery—who are these people? Where are they 
going? What are they thinking? I want them to be 
mysterious and beautiful. If I can do that, then I’ve 
done something successful. 


Can you talk to us about the contrast between the 
beauty of nature and the ugliness of man that your 
paintings often show? 

I paint from my own observations of the world. | 
like my work to make people think, but I never make 
direct political statements because I want the viewer 
to bring his or her own interpretation to the work. As 
far as my nature paintings running side by side with 
my figurative—you have to create a different mindset 
for each one. |’ll work on one series for a while, and

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then Ill go to another. Right now I’m outside in 
nature a lot, but in the fall and winter, when I’m back 
in the city and painting in a studio in Manhattan, | 
don’t have access to the natural world around me, 
and soT’ll get more into a figurative mode. 


You’re originally from Texas. You moved to New 
York City in 1979 and now you also have a studio in 
Amagansett. How have all these varying landscapes 
influenced your work? 

I was primarily a landscape painter in Texas. When 
I came to New York my work changed dramatically 
and I began to put more figures in my work. There’s 
so much more access to information in New York, 
and also Philadelphia and Boston—these places are 
very rich in cultural activities.

What inspired you to use this idea 
for the festival?

It’s an honor to be cinematic with my work for 
such a distinguished and well-respected film festival. 
I like the idea of a ship being in a big stormy sea, and 
it makes sense because it’s the Hamptons and the 
sea is so profoundly etched into the history here. 
Also, I believe great cinema is thought provoking and 
complex in human interactions. There are good guys 
and bad guys that could be there in that boat—it’s 
multi-layered, and the same goes for movies. | also 
thought the painting itself has a large cinematic 
graphic scale to it. I just did the painting, the person 
who did the layout for the poster graphically did a 
great job. 


What subjects might you paint next? 

I don’t know what’s next. I’m always going into 
a-new phase of basically being paralyzed with 
insecurity, and not knowing what’s next. I'll start 
working again all of a sudden, and you just work 
yourself naturally out of your insecurities. 

I’m doing a lot of work outdoors right now, and 
getting the rhythm and hand going again, so... 
we'll see.

Where to wine and dine 
on the East End. 


Jamesport Vineyards Winemaker Dean Babiar 


BY STACY DERMONT 


D an’s Harvest East End, the can’t-miss food 
and wine classic, will be held on Saturday, 
August 20, at McCall Vineyard and Ranch in 
Cutchogue. Jamesport Vineyards winemaker Dean 
Babiar will be there. He wants you to know, “I make 
most decisions based on feeling. The same goes for 
our viticulturist. We don’t operate systematically 
because the most recent version of the rulebook says 
so. Ron [Goerler] has been doing this for as long as 
anyone out here. So I have a tremendous amount of 
confidence in him. I can trust his feelings because 
they come from experience. He’s a true artisan, willing 
to take risks and aware of all the consequences. He’s 
no stranger to pain. You need someone like that for 
this job. Someone who understands suffering, it’s an 
important part of growing. The vines need a little 
heartbreak to grow properly and he allows them that, 
in return we end up with fruit that has developed a 
bit more character as a result. I appreciate it all.” 


What fuels your creativity as a winemaker? 

It has to be honest. It’s my responsibility 
to make wine that is unique to this place, 
bottling a pure expression. The grape 
naturally gives us everything we need for the 
wine; it has for the past 8,000 years. 
I’m not interested in another carbon 
copy of a wine from another place. It’s 
more important that we continue to 
cultivate our own identity. 


What’s your favorite pairing of local wine 
and food? 

Rosé and calamari. | always order sangria with 
lobster and steak. 


What are some of your favorite East End restaurants? 
Fork & Anchor [East Marion], Stirling Sake 

[Greenport], Brix & Rye [Greenport], Love Lane 

Kitchen [Mattituck], Moby’s [East Hampton]. 


What’s the next frontier in Long Island winemaking? 

Hopefully there aren’t any new frontiers. For me 
one of the most alluring aspects of wine comes 
from its past. It’s a living art that’s been around for 
thousands of years. If anything, maybe a few steps 
back is needed to move forward in the right direction. 


Please complete this sentence: If money were no 
object, | would make wine exclusively according 
to cosmic rhythms, using the moon and stars as a 
guide. Absolutely everything forced naturally by 
gravity from top to bottom. I'd like to be a little 
more gentle. I'd like to connect with the 
natural energy in the vineyard and be 
more receptive on the spiritual side, digging 
deeper into the esoteric. On paper it looks 
impractical and sounds like a bunch of hocus- 
pocus but I’ve seen evidence that makes 
ND me think otherwise. All of this requires 
time, which is one of the few things I’m 
316 short on. So it would be nice to buy a 
little more of it. 4B
